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REALIZING THE NEGRO’S ASPIRATIONS. 

The great apostie Paul, imbued by the true spirit of 
Christ; in contrast with that spirit which separates men 
and makes them hate one another, said that God hath made 
of one all mankind, to dwell upon the whole face of the 
earth, determining appointed times, and the limits of their 
habitation” (Acts 17:26). God has a purpose in His pro- 
vidential care of all mankind. He desires that mankind 
should seek and find Him. Our Lord did not limit the 
preaching of the gospel to any one racial group or nation. 
He told His aposties to preach the gospel! to all the world, 
to every rational creature (St. Matt. 28:19, 20). By the 
death of Jesus Christ, His Son, God intends to unite in One 
Body qe and Greek, bond and free, male and female, Bar- 
barian and Scythian. 

There is only one Church which practices the univer- 
dality of Christ's commission, and that is the Catholic 
Church. A survey of the religious situation throughout 
the world will convince anyone who may take the trouble 
to investigate that the Catholic Church alone is universally 
diffused. She has raised Her altars in every clime, from the 
frozen Arctic to the torrid Sahara, She has evangelized all 
the nations. Other missionaries have trailed the Catholic 
missionaries. It does not matter what country one may 
select. The first Thibetan dictionary was written by a 
Catholic priest who was at work in that far-eff country 
more than two hundred years ago. The nations, 
at present Protestant, were formerly Catholic.
